Washington, Feb. 12—In the senate 
Tuesday the long-pending resolution 
which has brought out much criticism 
of the secretary of agriculture 
was 
passed without division. 
The measure 
was amended so as to provide that the 
purchase and distribution of seed's shall 
proceed as heretofore. 
M. Blanchard (dem., La.) was then 
recognized for a speech on the Monroe 
doctrine. He strongly commended the 
president for the reassertion, on an en - 
larged basis, of the Monroe doctrine, 
and advocated that it be given the sanc­ 
tion of legislative endorsement. 
He 
said the time had come for such a dec­ 
laration by congress—broad, bold, com­ 
prehensive, not made in anger nor men- 
*acing, but firm. The senator’s speech, 
while bold and firm, was in good tem­ 
per, and evinced a spirit of kindred 
friendship and peace toward what he 
termed “our cis-Atlantic 
cousins.’* 
Among other things, he said: 
“Shut out of participation in Euro­ 
pean policies, neither asking nor being 
invited to take part in the same, are we, 
too, to be deprived of the right to pre­ 
scribe and dominate an American pol­ 
icy? 
On this point the people of the 
United States are especially sensitive. 
And it is not confined to any section or 
class of our people. 
It pervades all 
alike; it leaps over party lines and rises 
above party feeling. On the Atlantic 
seaboard, in the northwest, the caution 
of conservatism of capital and the fears 
of business disturbance may for a mo­ 
m ent stay this feeling; but those who 
count upon this for the display of ex­ 
trem e forbearance on our part may 
find themselves greatly in error.

TRANSMITS CUBAN LETTERS. 


President 
Cleveland Sends the Corre­ 
spondence to the House. 
Washington, Feb. 12.—The president 
Tuesday transmitted to the house such 
correspondence relative to Cuba as he 
deems not incompatible to the public 
interest. 
This was in response to a 
house resolution. 
The documents begin with the presi­ 
dent’s proclamation of neutrality of 
June 17, 1895, and include correspond­ 
ence regarding “the right cf the consul- 
general to present 
remonstrances,” 
“the progress ofthe insurrection,” “pro­ 
tection and destruction of 
American 
property in Cuba,” and the arrests of a 
number of persons. The letters of the 
secretary of state to Mr. De Lome, the 
Spanish minsiter, insisted upon the 
right of Mr. Williams, our consul-gen­ 
eral at Havana, to protest against the 
action of General Campos in confining 
American citizens and otherwise trans­ 
gressing on American rights. There is 
much correspondence also relative to 
each individual case of the arrest by 
the Spaniards of the men claiming to be 
American citizens. 
In discussing one 
of these cases Assistant Secretary Uhl, 
in a telegram to Vice-Consul Springer 
at Havana, says the treaty of 1795 ex- 
i eludes the exercise of military jurisdic­ 
tion altogether and requires arrests to 
be made and offenses proceeded against 
by ordinary jurisdiction. The military 
arm, he said, has no judicial cognizance 
over our citizens at any stage.

“My Lords and Gentlemen: 
I con­ 
tinue to receive from other powers as­ 
surances of their friendly sentiments. 
The commissioners for the delimitation

Afghanistan from the dominions of the 
emperor of Russia have agreed upon 
a line which has been accepted by my­ 
self and the emperor. 
“The 
government of the United 
States has expressed a wish to co-oper­ 
ate in term inating the

tween my government and the republic 
of Venezuela upon th boundary of that 
country and 
my colony of British 
Guiana. I have expressed my sympathy, 
with the desire to come to an equitable 
arrangement, and I trust that further 
negotiations will lead to a satisfactory 
settlement. 
“The sultan of Turkey has sanctioned 
the principal reforms in the govern-, 
ment of the Armenian 
provinces of 
which, in conjunction with the emperor 
of Russia and the president 
of the 
French republic, I felt it my duty to 
press. I deeply regret that a fanatical 
outbreak upon the part of a section of 
the Turkish population has resulted 
in a series of massacres in those prov­ 
inces which has caused the deepest in­ 
dignation in this country. 
“A sudden incursion into the South

by an armed force 
from territories under the control of 
the British South Africa company re­ 
sulted in a deplorable collision with 
the burgher forces.

The passenger train,

for the arrival of freight train No. 55. 
Upon arrival at 
Wetaug 
Conductor 
Odum saw two freight trains on the 
side-track and supposed one of them to 
be train No. 55, for which he had orders 
to wait. He made no inquiry, but pro­ 
ceeded with his train.

Manitoba Will Bitterly ReeUt the Reme­ 
dial Measure.

tration.

ready assured Minister Bayard that it 
will place all its evidence in the bound 
ary dispute at the disposal of

United States commission. Assurances 
were given of the desire to maintain 
cordial relations between the two 
countries, and if there ever was any 
w ar cloud it has been dissipated on 
the opening day of the assemblage of 
parliament. 
The London Chronicle in its edito

The example furnished by nature in 
the production of marble from chalk by 
water, the latter percolating gradually 
aud steadily through the chalky depos­ 
its, dissolving the chalk particle by par­ 
ticle and crystallizing it, mountain pres­ 
sure effecting its characteristic solidity, 
it is now fouud may be the basis of ac­ 
complishing similar results by a resort to 
chemical processes. 
Slices of chalk are 
for this purpose dipped into a color bath, 
staining them with tints that will im i­ 
tate any kind of marble known, the 
same mineral stains answering this end 
as are employed in nature. 
For in­ 
stance, to produce the appearance of the 
well known and popular verde antique 
an oxide of copper application is resort­ 
ed to, aud in a similar manlier green, 
pink, black aud other colorings are ob­ 
tained. 
Tile slices after this are placed 
in another bath, where they are harden­ 
ed aud crystallized, coming out to all 
intents aud purposes real marble.—Lou­ 
don Decorators' Gazette.
